BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, Sept. 9 — 

Two local Sandirdsta leaders were ap- 
parently kidnapped by Nicaragi^ 
rebels last week, and Government om- 
daJs H^re said today that they feared 
both “had been killed. 

The reported abductions brought to 
82 the number of people believed car- 
ried off by United States-backed insur- 
gents since the beginning of July, the 
officials said. They asserted that 
pie involved in Sandinista organiza- 
tions were being targeted in an effort to 
discourage residents from cooperating 
with the Government.

The 
Nicaraguan Defense Mimstry was 
quot^ as saying Friday that the three 
had b^n abducted by- 80 insurgents. 

*4. Bodies Have Been Found 
Of*ie 82 Nicaraguans reported kid- 
napped by right-wing rebels since July, 
the bodies of 4 were found in the Escon- 
dido. lUver last month, but the fate of 
the other 78 victims is unknown. Some 
are ttelleved to have been taken to rebel 
campsrin Costa Rica or Honduras. 

Sandinista officers believe that 
neariy 4,000 rebels, known as contras, 
are Scattered throughout southeastern 
NicmBgua, a spareely populated ex- 
panse of swamps, jun^es and tropical 
rain fore^. Over the last 10 days, they 
have mounted a series of attacks. 

On Aug. 30, a raiding party captured 
and burned a barge used to haul food 
and other goods to Bluefields from the 
western ef the country. Three 
crewmen aboard the barge were car- 
ried off, and there has been no word of 
their fate. 

There is no road to connect Blue- 
fields with the rest of Nicara^, so the 
loss of the barge has made it difficult 
for residents to obtain goods. The Gov-
